COACHING GEMS OF WISDOM 


QVER the next few programme issues, we will talk about 

strikers; their duties when caught in various situations. 

For example: What should a striker do when he receives 
the ball when marked and with his back to the goal? 

A player receiving the ball in this situation must be adept 
at laying the ball off when it is passed to him at various heights 
and speeds. He must have good control over his passers and above 
all his passes must be accurate with perfect timing either back 
to supporting the player or flicked on to a player running 
through. This is the crunch point of the attack and generally 
the spot where the attack breaks down. 

Most strikers find themselves receiving balls played from 
their defence or midfield. When they are in the attacking third 
and have their backs to goal and if they are successful in gaining 
possession or laying the ball off into the path of their supporting 
player, then the rhythm of the attack is kept flowing. This is a 
point that should not be forgotten when coaching strikers. Equal 
possibility is that if the striker comes off the defender he may 
create space in which he can turn with the ball and face the 
goal.

WT was very understandable that all our supporters were shocked 
by the severe thrashing our P.S.L. team received at the hands 
of Marconi, but this still was no reason to turn in a mad panic 
as some of the supporters did.
